County commissioners staff is increased 


An increase in the Wayne County Board of Com 
missioners administrative staff means better county 
government, according to John N. Sabo Jr., (D-26th 
district), 

Sabo was among the 24 commissioners who voted to 
increase the county commissioners’ staff by 13 persons 
at a cost ot $150, 000 yearly. 

“It will mean that there is one secretary for every 
three commissioners,” Sabo said. “That means that 
we’ll have people to dictate to. Before we had two 
secretaries for all the commissioners, and it was 
difficult to conduct business.” 

Sabo said that the action came after two develop- 
ments, the vacating of the seventh floor of the City- 
County Building and the receipt of federal revenue 
sharing funds. 

““Before then we couldn’t have done it,” the com- 


missioner said. “We didn’t have the room to increase 
the staff when we were on the ninth floor, and before 
the revenue sharing funds came, we were operating on 
a deficit budget.” 

The commissioner said that the increased ex- 
penditure shouldn’t detract from other county ser- 
vices. 

“We had the money in surplus, so we spent it,” he 
said. “The only thing that could hurt is if the courts 
order the county to build a new jail. The courts haven’t 
mandated it, so we don’t have to w'orry now. They’ve 
only suggested that we construct a new jail, 

“Even if they order us to construct the jail, we don't 
have the money. The people reject the millage. They'll 
be ordering us to go back to deficit spending.” 

It was suggested that the $150,000 spent on ad- 
ministrative personnel could help to defer the jail 
expenditure. 


“We needed the added personnel to run the county 
more efficiently,” Sabo said 

Sabo said that the recent lay-offs at Wayne County 
General Hospital due to the transfer of psychiatric 
patients to state institutions were of no worry to the 
commissioners, since most of those laid off have been 
absorbed into other jobs. 

“There are few, if any, people laid off from the 
hospital staff,” Sabo said. 

“And, the commissioners’ problems are still not 
taken care of. I’d like to see each commissioner get a 
private office, so he could conduct his business more 
efficiently.” 

“When you make a call, there are people all around, 
and you can barely hear yourself talk at the county 
building. The move to the seventh floor should help to 
correct that situation, but it won’t take care of 
everything 

“One thing it will do is to consolidate the county 


offices. We have two or three industrial developers in 
an office on Fort Street It’s bad to promote industrial 
development in the county by inviting people to an old 
office building That looks bad ’ 

“They'll be moving in here soon. 

“There still are people spread throughout the out- 
county area. It’s difficult to conduct county business 
with them spread all over the place I’d like to see them 
downtown.” 

Only one commissioner. Rose Mary Robinson (D- 
17th District), voted against the staff increase 
More than $175,000 was appropriated for the staff 
increase by the commissioners last year. 

Included in the new staff will be seven secretaries, 
two assistant committee clerks, a clerk to record board 
proceedings, an administrative assistant, a messenger 
boy and a public relations employe. 

the county administrative staff will include 28 
people with the increase.

Embezzlement

A former Huron Township official will no 
longer face charges that he embezzled 
nearly $6,000 from the township. 

Charges against James L. Krause, 34, 
treasurer of the township from 1966-1970, 
were dropped by the Wayne County 
Prosecutor last Wednesday. The 
prosecutor informed Circuit Court Judge 
John O’Hair that the burden of proof was 
too “great to win the case.” 


Krause had been indicted by a Wayne 
County Citizens Grand Jury in February, 
1971, for the embezzlement of $5,789.29 
from the townships's general fund Krause 
allegedly transferred the sum from the 
general fund to the water and sewer fund, 
later paying it back by a personal check. 

The former treasurer was found guilty of 
the charges in June of that year, but had

Runway expansion raises several questions

The hearing on the proposed new runway at Detroit- 
Metropolitan Airport was very well conducted and with 
meticulous care exercised that all be heard. 

It lasted four hours, Much repetition, of course, and 
the following obvious situations were re-established: 

Those who live near an airport do not want it there 
and, most certainly, do not want the operation 
enlarged in any way. 

2. Those who are interested in the “expansion of 


business” or whose job it is to provide for air transport 
facilities want to make the airport as large as they can. 

I am alarmed at the way These verbose and endless 
proceedings can cover up the simple problem. They 
are conducted in such a manner as to discourage and 
dishearten the people in category No. 1 to the point of 
tiring, thus enabling the people in category No. 2 to 
per vail 

In this case the people (pro-expansionists) are so 
sure of the inevitable outcome of these hearings that 
they have already gone ahead and acquired 85 per cent 
of the land needed 


There will be a voluminous report of this meeting 
which will consequently make very tiresome reading 
So let 's take a look at the problem and the nature of the 
decision that someone has to make. 

Granting that air transport seems, at present, “the 
way to go,” how do we provide for the airports? Our 
form of government provides for the principle of 
eminent domain, which prevents a few from blocking 
projects for the good of many. One question here, 
however, is how much abuse must a relatively few be 
forced to take before it becomes obvious they have had 
their share 

In other words, is there not a limit to the size of an 
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Drowsy at the wheel? 
Stop for little rest 


All of us who travel sometimes on ex- 
pressways know well the penchant for a 
driver to become drowsy at the wheel. 

Now Duke University researches, reporting 
to the Society of Automotive Engineers 
assembled in Detroit, find that two-thirds of 
the drivers are so affected and that this 
drowsiness could be a significant cause of 
traffic accidents. 

We’re not surprised to read that those 
persons easily annoyed and prone to worry, 
who give up and evade responsibility con- 
stitute a class likely to have accidents 
through drowsiness. That much has been said 
before. 


** ""EtaT we’re a bit puzzled about that young 
drivers, men, and the college-educated, plus 
those who take long trips, are the most likely 
to be affected. Young drivers have the fastest 
reflexes. 

Those on long trips over smooth highways, 
driving automobiles with powerful, quiet 


engines, and seated in comfortable seats in a 
sound-proofed interior can understandably be 
lulled into drowsiness, excessive relaxation, 
drowsiness and even sleep. We readily 
believe that from personal experiences. 

The research findings came from North 
Carolina persons interviewed while getting 
licenses renewed in Durham. 

The findings should dictate the remedies. If 
a person can get dangerously drowsy driving 
while normally alert, certainly he is courting 
death by driving drunk. 

The AAA and other organizations have 
correctly advised drivers prone to drowsiness 
to stop at designated rest areas for a rest or a 
cup of coffee, not try to continue on long trips 
without an occasional pause. 

Expressway driving is perilously 
monotonous. But such improved driving 
conditions as they afford must be tempered 
with judicious care at the wheel.

Other states may brag about 
their gumbo, lobsters, home 
cured ham and candied yams 
but Michigan boasts the best 
dogs, sausages, bologna 
and luncheon meats in the 
United States and her 
congressmen are determined 
to keep it that way. 

A bi-partisan group of them 
has introduced legislation 
which would protect 
Michigan’s standards for 
prepared meats which are 
considerably higher than legal 
federal standards. 

"I think this can be 
described as one of the great 
consumer bills for residents of 
the State of Michigan,” Rep. 
Philip E. Ruppe said. 

Ruppe, a Republican, and 
two Michigan democrats, 
Reps. William D. Ford and 
Lucien N. Nedzi, told a news 
conference recently that 
Michigan law allows only 
skeletal meat, basically 
muscle, in hot dogs, sausages, 
bologna and luncheon meats. 


Federal rules, on the other 
hand, permit the use of vir- 
tually all animal parts, in- 
cluding tongues, lips, ears, 
udders, snouts, spleens, 
bladders, hearts and glands. 

“In some places just about 
everything but the squeal of 
the pig goes into such 
products,” Ford said. Nedzi 
explained: “This bill does not 
effect other states. It just says 
to leave Michigan alone.” 


In all, 14 Michigan 
congressmen joined in 
sponsoring the legislation. In 
addition to the three at the 
news conference they are 
Republicans Marvin L. Esch, 



William Broomfield, Robert 
Huber. Gary Brown. Elford 
Cederberg, James Harvey, 
Donald Riegle and Guy 
Vander Jagt and Democrats 
James O’Hara, John Dingell 
and Martha Griffiths. 

The Michigan prepared 
meats standards were fixed 
by state statute in 1952. As 
Ford explained: “These 
standards are a source of 
pride both to the consumers 
and the meat industry in 
Michigan.” 

Following passage of the 
federal statute on the subject 
in 1967 three nationally known 
packing houses — Armour, 
Hormel and Wilson — filed 
suit to make Michigan con- 
form to the lower federal 
standards. 

A federal district court 


ruled in favor of Michigan but 
this was reversed by the U.S. 
Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals, 
which held that federal 
regulations pre-empt 
Michigan law. The case now is 
on the way to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 


Label requirements are less 
strict under the federal 
statute. Additionally, Ruppe 
pointed out, “Michigan’s own 
law required sausages to 
contain 17 per cent more meat 
than the minimum 
requirement under the federal 
standard and ground beef 
must contain 15 per cent more 
meat.” 


The difference is accounted 
for, in part, by the higher fat 
content allowed by the federal 
regulations.

New bill to restrict 
unfair competition

On the first day of the 77th 
session of the Michigan House 
of Representatives, I co- 
sponsored a bill to control 
deceptive and unfair trade 
practices. 

The bill, which I favor 
wholeheartedly, is designed to 
control unfair competition and 
misleading practices on the 
part of business and to allow 
the attorney general to obtain 
injunctions against those 
practices. 

If thcv arc enacted, he

would have subpoena powers 
to examine records and take 
testimony in investigating 
alleged unfair and deceptive 
practices. 

The courts would be able to 
issue permanent injunctions 
ordering discontinuance of the 
objectionable practices, order 
restitution and award com- 
pensation to injured persons 
who seek damages either as 
individuals or in class action 
lawsuits. 



'Stand still...!!' 


The bill is similar to a 
measure offered in the 1972 
session. That bill was passed 
in the House by an over- 
whelming 101-1 vote, but died 
in the Senate. 

An identical bill has been 
introduced this session in the 
Senate by Sen. George S. 
Fitzgerald (D-Grosse Pointe 
Park). 

I feel that this bill fills a void 
in Michigan’s consumer 
protection statutes. Our 
present laws do not deal 
adequately with the problems 
caused by deceptive and 
unfair trade practices. The 
consumer who is cheated has 
very limited recourse. 

There is a gray area of 
fraudulent business practices 
in which the attorney general, 
other law* enforcement 
agencies and the courts are 
restricted in what they can do 
The legislation that I have co- 
sponsored would correct this 
situation. 

Such fraudulent practices 
include car warranties that 
are almost valueless, 
collection agencies which 
threaten or mislead con- 
sumers, self-improvement 
courses that do not produce 
promised results, health spas 
which make claims they are 
unable to deliver, kickbacks 
demanded by mobile home 
owners and many various 
other types of advertising. 

These are just a few 
examples. There are many 
more. 

Other states have statues to 
control these types of prac- 
tices and protect consumers 
hut there is no solid law on the 
books in Michigan that really 
does the job 


airport? It is necessary that an entire community be 
wiped out to serve other communities? 

If a community voices it’s wishes through the 
democratic process, are they to be ignored? This at- 
titude toward the wishes of the people makes many of 
us wonder whether or not we really do live in a 
democracy. We are given the opportunity to speak, but 
are completely ignored in the final analysis. 

Air transport growth is like any other growth 
situation. Originally, centers (airports) are 
established to service large areas Then, as the in- 
tensity of use grows, more activity is imported to these 
centers. Normally, new centers would spring up (for 
example, shopping centers) for the convenience of the 
various areas as the activity made it profitable for 
private enterprise. 

But airports do not follow this usual law of supply 
and demand. Momentum and the power of the 
establishment promote unreasonable centralization. 

A decision has to be made. Those who make it, will 
decide who is to take the abuse. No amount of quoting 
the expert professionals, no amount of devious an- 
swering, no amount of pointless talk can change the 
seriousness of this decision. 

There must be some limit to the practical size of an 
airport. There must be some limit to the amount of 
abuse that can be forced upon a given community 
against its will. 

There must be some way to oblige other com- 
munities who have sufficient transport activity to 
justify their own airport, to shoulder their share of 
abuse along with the convenience of better service. It is 
a certainty that fewer people will suffer at such a site 
than those living in a congested region around an 
existing airport. 

Whichever group gets to decide, there should be no 
question that that group will be imposing a hardship on 
many people against their will. 

Before this happens, there should be some proven 
necessity for it. Not because it’s the easy way out! Not 
just because a well -organized group wants its airport 
to be bigger! Not because business-people, who 
themselves live miles away, want to force activity into 
the area in an unnatural way. 

Let everyone know who made this decision and why 
it was so decided. 

The threat of airport construction is so serious that a 
community so threatened becomes grossly impaired in 
it’s own development. If a limit is set, then those 
nearby would know that there was no possibility of 
going beyond thet point and national planning could 
then take place. 

We must have planning that can be depended upon.

Use care with fondue pots

Open flames, liquid fuels 
and boiling oil - would you 
invite that trio to sit on your 
dinner table? 

No? But that’s exactly what 
you do, says Michigan State 
University foods specialist 
Marilyn Mook, when you use a 
liquid alcohol-fueled fondue 
pot. And the opportunities for 
accident are many. 

‘‘What could pose more 
potential danger than a pot of 
hot. bubbling oil on an un- 
stable tripod in the middle of a 
table surrounded by a group of 
partying friends?" she asks. 

The temperature of that oil 
ranges from 350 to 450 degrees 
Fahrenheit. All it takes is a 
careless gesture or a sleeve 
catching on the pot’s handle 
and someone has a lap full of 
hot oil - and probably second-

or third-degree burns. 

THE INSTABILITY of the 
pot on the tripod represents a 
real danger, Miss Mook points 
out. The taller and more 
graceful a pot. the easier it is 
to knock it off the tripod. 

Of the three types of fondue 
pots, open-flame models are 
the most dangerous, Miss 
Mook says. The ones fueled 
with liquid alcohol burn with a 
hot, clear, almost odorless and 
invisible flame. Accidents 
often occur during refueling. 
If alcohol is added before the 
flame is extinguished, the 
flame quickly spreads to 
tabletop, clothing and fuel 
container, which then ex- 
plodes. 

Solid or jellied fuel is easier 
and safer to use because it w ill 
not spill and its flame can 
easily be put out. Any open 
flame is a fire hazard, 
however, and the relative 
safety of the solid fuel should 
not lead you to handle it 
carelessly. 

The safest open-flame pot is 
one that uses jellied or solid 
alcohol fuel rather than 
liquid; has a broad-based, 
stable stand with a grease 
shield at the base to keep oil 
spatters out of the flame, and 
a cover for the burner unit. 

The safest of all fondue pots 
is an electric one, the 
specialist declares. It has no 
open flame, which eliminates 
the fire hazards. And since the 
whole process, from heating 
the oil to tabletop cooking, can 
be done in the one pot on the 
table, there is no danger of 
spilling hot oil as you carry it 
from stove to table. 

Another advantage of the 
electric pot is its nontip base 
that reduces the chance of 
spills and burns.

others. Miss Mook notes. Most 
have a signal light that in- 
dicates when the oil has 
reached the desired tem- 
perature and an automatic 
thermostat that keeps the oil 
temperature constant. 
Alcohol-fueled pots are dif- 
ficult to adjust, and the 
temperature fluctuates. 

The major disadvantage of 
the electric fondue is the cord. 
People tend to trip over cords, 
and the result can be serious 
injury. You can avoid this 
danger by taping the cord to a 
table leg so that someone 
tripping over it will not pull 
the pot off the table into 
someone's lap. 

The shape of the pot is 
another consideration. You 
can get a pot with straight 
sides or one with sloping sides. 
A straight-sided pot is 
generally used for cheese 
fondue, when the temperature 
of the mixture is lower than 
that of hot oil. A slope-sided 
pot (it slopes toward the 
center) is used for meat 
fondue. The spatters of hot oil 
tend to stay inside the pot 
rather than on the table cloth. 
If you plan to buy only one 
fondue pot, probably a slope- 
sided pot is the better choice. 
You can use it with relative 
safety for both cheese and 
meat fondue. 

Some fondue pots are made 
of thinner metal than others. 
Remember that high heat can 
eventually warp a pan. and 
this could happen with a cheap 
fondue pot over a hot alcohol 
flame. You generally get what 
you pay for in fondue pots: the 
inexpensive ones are thin 
metal; the more expensive 
ones are probably stainless 
steel. 

If you’re buying a fondue pot 
for yourself or for a gift, keep 
these safety factors in mind, 
the specialist urges. If you 
already have one of the open- 
flame types, use it carefully.

Parents expect 
more from Johnny 

Question: We have three children, an 8-year-old boy (I’ll 
call him Johnny), a 4-year-old boy (Billy), and a 2-year-old 
girl (Beth). Here’s our problem. Johnny is never willing to 
help with chores around the house. He won’t make up his bed 
ornang up his clothes. He dislikes clearing the table at night 
or picking up the toys Billy and Beth have left out. If Johnny 
makes chocolate milk before going to bed, he’ll make it only 
for himself and not for them. 

Occasionally Johnny will do chores under pressure, but 
he’ll always say "Why do you always make me do things?” 

Is this normal for an 8-year-old boy? Is there anything we 
can do to change Johnny? What are we doing wrong? Can you 
recommend a good book on children? - Mrs. R. 

Answer: Older children often feel discriminated against, 
and sometimes they are. Parents usually expect more of the 
older child than they do of younger ones. Perhaps you’ve 
been saying "Johnnv. vou’re old enough to know better,” or 

"Please pick up all the toys and straighten up the room. 
You’re old enough to know how to do it and Billy and Beth 
aren’t.” 

So Johnny may feel he’s treated unfairly, because of his 
age and place in the family. 

Here are my suggestions for helping the situation: 

1. Make sure Johnny gets more praise and affection. Make 
him feel important. 

2. Try to put yourself in Johnny’s place; try to understand 
how' he feels; try putting his feelings into words. Say, “I know 
it annoys you for Billy and Beth to make a mess and for 
mother to expect you to to pick it up.” By letting him know 
that you know how he feels, you’ll immediately make him 
feel better. 

3. Pay Johnny for specific chores and duties, especially 
things that he has to do which aren’t expected of Billy and 
Beth. Use tokens or play money. Give Johnny a white token 
each time he fixes chocolate milk for baby sister, a red token 
for each time he straightens up the room and maybe a blue 
token for emptying the garbage. Let him collect these 
tokens and when he’s earned 10, 20 or 30, exchange them for 
some prize or award he’d like to have.

Commissioners consider 
county-wide judge election 


A resolution urging the State 
Legislature to order county- 
wide election of Detroit 
Recorder’s Court and Com- 
mon Pleas Court judges is 
before the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners for 
consideration. 

The resolution was ap- 
proved by the board’s Public 
Safety & Judiciary Committee 
Jan. 17 and will be acted on by 
the full board at its meeting 
Feb. 1. 

Its sponsor, Commissioner 
George Z. Hart of Dearborn 
(D-District 23) said he 
believed the resolution has “ a 
very good chance” of being 
approved by the full board and 
the Legislature. 

Another resolution calling 
on the Board of Com- 
missioners to withhold the 
$24,000 county portion of the 
judicial salary of new 
Recorder’s Judge Justin C. 
Ravitz was tabled for two 
weeks by the committee. 

Hart and Commissioner 
Richard E. Manning of 
Redford (D-Dist. 18) urged 
that the county withhold its 
share of Ravitz’s salary after 
he remained seated and silent 
during the Pledge of 
Allegiance to the flag at the 
swearing-in of new judges 
Dec. 19. 

The committee tabled the 
matter to await a written 
opinion from the County 
Corporation Counsel as to 
whether the commissioners 
have the authority to withhold 
the salary. 

The resolution submitted by 
Hart and Manning also urged 
the Board of Commissioners 
to complain formally to the 
State Judicial Tenure Com- 
mission about the “moral and 
ethical fitness” of Ravitz,

whom they described as an 
“avowed Marxist.” 

In calling for county-wide 
election of Recorder’s Court 
and Common Pleas judges, 
Hart stated: 

“It is a matter of simple 
equity. I think there is 
growing recognition that it is 
unfair to tax all the taxpayers 
of Wayne County to finance 
those two courts, while 
limiting the right to vote and 
to run for the two benches to 
Detroiters,” 

In his resolution. Hart 
charged that the present 
restriction constitutes 
“taxation without 
representation” and a 
violation of the constitutional 
concepts of equal protection of 
the laws and “one-person, one- 
vote.” 


Hart pointed out that 
general tax funds from the 
county treasury pay the $2.4 
million annual cost of the 
Recorder’s Court probation 
department and $24,000 of the 
current salary of $35,912 for 
recorder’s judges. The City of 
Detroit pays the balance of the 
judges’ salaries. 

The county also pays the 
entire $2 million annual cost of 
Common Pleas Court, in- 
cluding judges’ salaries. 

The two courts were created 
by the Legislature. 

Recorder’s Court h£s 
jurisdiction over all criminal 
cases originating in Detroit. 

Common Pleas Court 
handles civil claims of up to 
$10,000 and landlord-tenant 
disputes, and is authorized to 


handle criminal arraignments 
arising outside Detroit. 

Hart said he will take his 
case to court if his resolution 
does not result in county-wide 
election to the two courts.

Kitchen, dining area 
need to be ‘face lifted’ 


Wednesday, January 24, 1973 


CHANGING DECOR — Special planning can change an 
ordinary dining area Into a useful “family" room. This 


dining area was created by extending a shelf from the book- 
case and adding chrome legs. 


Post-plank shelves lend 
new look to dining area 


Distinction can be added to a modest dining alcove to 
create a special, comfortable mood often lacking in 
less formal areas. 

Many homes don’t have a separate dining room, but 
dining in or near the kitchen still can be accomplished 
with style. If the area reflects the good tastes of the 
family, it’s likely also to give pleasure to company. 

A striking way to add strong character, good looks 
and utility to a room is with a shelf system of heavy 
western wood posts and planks in a simple tick-tack- 
toe grid along one wall. 

First, an unfussy wallpaper will add pattern to the 
shelf wall, or paint can be applied to complement the 
furnishings. 

The main shelf, about 30 inches off the floor, is one 4 x 
12-inch plank or eight 2x4s nail-laminated on edge. To 
be used as a sideboard and even for extra places for 
buffets, it must be set on sturdy brackets. 

Vertical 4 x 4-inch posts extend from floor to ceiling, 
two or three depending on length of shelves. An upper 


shelf, set at eye level for display of prized china or 
nicknacks, is of the same 4x4 lumber 

Posts can be cut or notched, but the shelf should have 
a continuous appearance. Lag screws set deep in shelf 
and posts to fasten to wall studs look neater than 
brackets. Wood plugs would fill the holes, if desired. 

Western softwoods, such as fir, pine or hemlock, are 
well -suited lor the shelf system, and will take any 
finish well. Stain can be matched to the furniture or 
with certain backgrounds and furnishings a stark 
white painted finish is effective. 

This shelf arrangement also can be used as a desk for 
school or office homework, writing letters and paying 
bills, or for hobbies and crafts. 

If the dining area directly adjoins the kitchen, it can 
lye made more intimate in several ways - a dropped 
ceiling or lattice of 1x2s over the table, a decorative 
Screen of wood slats or dowels, or island counters that 
divide and serve both areas.

Q — The wall light switch in 
one of our rooms is out of 
order. When you flip it up or 
down, it doesn’t have the 
regular click that the others 
have and, besides, it doesn’t 
turn on the light. I checked the 
fixture to be sure it isn’t the 
bulb. I have been told that 
changing the wall switch is 
one of the easiest of all elec- 
trical tasks, but I don’t want to 
tackle it unless I am sure that 
I know what I am doing. Can 
you help me? 


A. — Yes. It is one of the 
simplest repairs, as you have 
been told. But you’d better 
check to determine whether 
the electrical code in your 
area permits an unlicensed 
electrician to replace a wall 
switch. 

The first step in the 
replacement is to turn off the 
power to the circuit that 
controls the switch. If you do 
not have the equipment or the 
knowledge to discover with 
certainty that there is no 
electricity running to the 
switch, better turn off the 


electricity in the entire house. 
It may be inconvenient to do 
this, but it's safe. 

Next, remove the two 
screws that hold the face plate 
secure. After you put down the 
plate, remove the two screws 
that hold the switch in place. 

You now will De able to pull 
out the switch from the metal 
box in the wall. Do it gently 
and bring it ou only far enough 
so the two wires to which it is 
connected are fairly straight. 
See if the ends of the two wires 
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Finishing a basement or an 
attic? Making an outdoor 
shed? Cutting wood for 
shelves or cabinets? Doing 
any kind of home remodeling? 

If you don’t have a 
stationary saw, such as a table 
or radial saw, you’re in for a 
rough time unless you have 
the next best thing — a por- 
table electric circular saw. It 
may not be as precise as a 
stationery saw, but it will 
handle the cutting of wood and 
other materials which cannot 
be brought to such a machine. 
And you can’t cut curves with 
it, as you can with a saber or 
jig saw, but it can be used for 
larger and tougher chores that 
are beyond the capacity of 
that kind of saw. 

While it is generally used for 
cutting wood, the portable 
circular saw can handle 
metals, plastics, asbestos 
boards, concrete blocks and 
almost every other kind of 
material. The combination 
blade that usually comes with 
the saw handles wood; special 
blades must be purchased for 
cutting other materials. 

The advertised size of a saw 
is identical with the diameter 
of the blade that fits it. There 
•re various sizes, the most 


popular being the 7V4-inch 
model. In buying such a saw, 
it should be held in the hand 
and moved around a bit by the 
person who will use it. This is 
a good principle to follow in 
the purchase of any tool or, for 
that matter, any small, hand- 
held appliance, such as an 
iron. It should "feel” right or 
you will soon tire of it. 

Most portable circular saws 
now have a variety of safety 
features. Some — a little more 
expensive, but worth it — have 
double insulation to protect 
against shocks if something 
goes wrong. If the saw doesn’t 
have double insulation, it is 
imperative that it be groun- 
ded. The instructions that 
come with it will tell you how 
to do this, usually by inserting 
the third wire on the plug 
under the head of the screw 
that holds the cover plate to 
the outlet. Most saws now 
have an antikickback action 
so that the saw will not kick 
back if it hits an obstruction in 
the material you are cutting. 

Angle cuts can be made by 
using a tilting arrangement. 
There is also an adjustment 
for setting the depth of cut to 
where you want it. This is not 
only useful for cutting dado 
grooves but for setting the 
blade when you want to go 


thrugh the material but avoid 
cutting whatever is under it. 

Whether using a portable 
circular saw or jig saw or even 
a portable electric drill, the 
machine should not be set 
down until the blade or bit has 
stopped moving. 


are firmly attached to the two 
screws in the switch. If one of 
them is loose, reconnect it, 
replace the switch and plate 
and turn on the Dower. You’ll 
find that the switch now 
works. 

But if both wires are 
securely attached to the 
screws, then the inside of the 
switch is at fault and you'll 
need a new one. It is almost 
impossible to repair the old 
switch, so don’t waste your 
bme on it. 

Replacing the old switch 
with a new one involves 
nothing more than unscrewing 
the wires, then attaching them 
to the newly purchased 
switch. Always twist the wire 
around the terminal in a 
clockwise direction. Then, 
when you turn the screw in its 
proper clockwise couse, it will 
tend to hold the wire in place 
rather than dislodge it. 

Carefully push the switch 
back into the metal box and 
screw it into place. Replace 
the face plate and the job is 
done. Then, and only then, 
restore the power.

the ruling overturned by the State Court of 
Appeals last February. 

The court had ruled that Krause’s at- 
torney should have had access to 
testimony before the grand jury prior to 
the initial trial. At the time of the reversal, 
Krause's lawyer asked for a new trial. The 
new' trial resulted in the dropping of the 
charges. 

The Appeals Court had overturned the 
conviction based on a State Supreme Court 
ruling that testimony before a grand jury 
should be presented to defense lawyers 
prior to trial. 


The ruling came after Krause's initial 
trial, but the Supreme Court case was 
initiated prior to Krause being charged, 
and therefore applied to his case. 

The charges were first brought against 
Krause in late 1970 when former towmship 
clerk, Wilma Wilson, discovered alleged 
discrepencies in the township s budget 
The accusations caused political furor in 
the township, resulting in Mrs. Wilson’s 
defeat.

~ In the midst of the high school basketball season, who’d 
dare bring up the subject of all-state baseball teams? Tom 
Roberts, that's who. 

Roberts, who was recently elected as the president of the 
newly-formed Michigan High School Baseball Coaches 
Association, addressed the sports editors at the annual 
Associated Press meeting last week and the Midland Dow- 
High School head baseball coach asked the sports editors if 
they would be interested in selecting all-state baseball teams 
and coaches of the year in each of the classes 
V ^ 

“Since the inauguration of state baseball tournaments in 
Michigan two years ago,” said Roberts, “high school 
baseball has reached new dimensions. There is an ever- 
increasing interest in the sport and we feel it is time that 
newspapers affiliated with the Associated Press pick all-star 
teams in baseball ” 

The AP, over the years, has selected such teams in 
basketball and football. It has never named coaches of the 
year, however. 

Roberts pointed our “that because most high school games 
are played in the afternoon, many fans and parents are not 
able to attend. 

Therefore, newspapers are usually the main source of 
game coverage," he said. “Fans can get out to football and 
basketball games, but rely on the newspapers for baseball 
coverage for the most part and an all-state team in each class 
wtxild help create further reader interest.” 

One couldn’t knock Robert’s argument. But some of the 
veteran sports editors did question one of the criteria on 
which such teams would eventually be selected: “statistics.” 

“I have no faith in prep baseball stats and most of the 
scorekeepers,” said one skeptical editor “Most of the 
players bat .700 when it comes time to pick all-star teams and 
that’s why I have shied away from picking such teams in our 
city. 

“You can never get two coaches to agree on a players' 
batting average,” he added 

We have to admit, though we have had similar problems in 
these parts — but not to that extent — there is a bit of truth in 
the skeptics’ argument. 

However, despite the skepticism, the editors did vote in 
favor of selecting, all-state basketball teams and you can bok 
forward to the initial all-staters this Spring. 

And I also was glad to learn that I wasn't the only one who 
was understaffed, overworked and underpaid. It seems that 
sports editors across the state have more in common than 
their profession 

The gals in the area will also be happy to know that editors 
agreed that more coverage should be allotted to high school 
girls' athletics and competition 

There was one personal project I hated to see sidetracked 
because I feel this area has many outstanding athletes who 
don’t get the recognition they deserve 

Presently the system is set up so that we can recommend 
outstanding players, but that's about all we can do What the 
panel does after that, well, you have to cross your fingers for 
the best 

If there is a vacancy on the panel it is filled by the depar- 
ting sports editor’s successor, thus, an unwritten “nepotistic 
rule.” r 

I always felt that a job should be awarded to the man that is 
most qualified. And so did many of my colleagues but not 
enough of them.

It’s called cross 
country skiing or ski-touring 
and it’s popularity is 
“snowballing”, according to 
the Michigan Tourist Council. 

Cross country, skiing is 
essentially walking on skis. 
Originally, it was a practical 
form of transportation used by 
the Scandinavian people, not 
only in their own country, but 
also in Michigan’s Upper 
Peninsula. 

While downhill skiing 
requires a certain degree of 
prowess, cross country skiing 
is easy to learn and can be 
enjoyed quickly by even the 
most cautious beginner. It is 
excellent, not strenuous 
exercise and a sport suited to 
all ages. 

It’s an ideal family sport 
offering as much enjoyment 
for the grandparents as the 
grandchildren Hills or 
mountains are not required so 
the risk of injury is far less 
than in downhill skiing. All 
that is necessary is snow on 
the ground, enough to cover 
roots, twigs and underbrush. 

One of the most appealing 
features of ski touring is that it 
is not expensive. You can 
outfit youself with top quality 
equipment for $100 or less; 
skis, boots, bindings, and 
poles. 

Clothing is a matter of 
personal choice. Attractive 
fashions designed specifically 
for the sport are available, 
however, almost any warm 
outdoor clothing will serve the 
purpose. And, there are no tow 
tickets to buy. 

Cross country equipment is 
quite different than that used 
in downhill. Skis are all wood 
devoid of metal edges. They 
are longer and narrower than

Cross country skiing has 
been a popular form ol 
recreation in Michigan s 
Upper Peninsula since the 
turn of the century. The 
Copper Island Cross Country 
Ski Club at Calumet, conducts 
weekend races throughout the 
winter months in the northern 
Keweenaw. 

Michigan’s terrain in both 
the Upper and Lower 
Peninsulas is ideal for touring 
and more and more ski areas 
are developing cross country 
trails. Among those in the 
Upper Peninsula are Brule 
Mountain near Iron River, A1

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Camping is a fast growing winter activity 


Camping once considered only a warm-weathei 
activity - is now one of the fastest growing segments of 
the winter tourism scene. 

A survey of all Michigan state parks and private 
campgrounds shows a 35 per cent increase in those 
staying open this winter as compared with a year ago. 

The greatest growth has been in the number of private 
parks keeping gates open year around. 

This winter for the first lime, private parks 
operating from December through March outnumber 
the state parks. There are 92 private parks staying 
open this winter. This is 37 more than a year ago, or a 
65 per cent increase. 

State parks staying open to service the winter 
camper number 65, an increase of five over last winter. 

Many of the private park operators staying open this 
winter claim that snowmobilers are a major reason for 
the increased demand in camping space. One of every 
three private campground operators responding to an 
Auto Club questionnaire stated that snowmobilers 
have access to trails from their parks. 

Auto Club points out that the family which likes to 
snowmobile often owns a recreational vehicle that can 
be towed in winter to where snow conditions are best. 

Camping enables snowmobilers and skiers to reduce 
the cost of a weekend considerably. Nightly fees vary 
from a maxiumum of $2.50 to a minimum $1.50 at state 
parks and from $2 to $6 nightly at a private park 
These costs are well below the usual $12 to $18 nightly 
motel charge per couple 

The camping family also can save considerably on 
meals since most recreational vehicles have kitchen

Many of the private campgrounds offer monthly 
storage plans. Two Grayling-area parks - Pine Knoll 
and Yogi Bear - charge $10 monthly to store a trailer 
on a campsite in winter. The camper only pays the $4 
nightly fee if the trailer is occupied. 

Of the 92 private campgrounds in operation this 
winter, 76, or almost 85 per cent, offer winter storage. 

Storing a trailer at a campground is economical and 
leaves the family car free to tow snowmobiles. Car gas 
mileage is cut in half in towing a medium-to-large- 
sized trailer, Auto Club points out. The average new 
car hauling a trailer will get about seven miles per 
gallon. The added cost of pulling a trailer 400 miles on a 
weekend is about $ 10 , or the cost of monthly storage at 
some campgrounds 

Another reason for the growing popularity of private 
parks in winter is the availability of heated shower and 
toilet buildings in addition to heated activities 
buildings.

The firm, in announcing the 
move Friday, said a decision 
would he made within two 
weeks on whether to continue 
accepting new residential 
customers in its service area, 
which also covers Detroit’s 
northern suburbs and much of

Consumers said it is getting 
nearly 2(H) million cubic feet of 
gas a day less than called for 
by its contract w ith Panhandle 
Eastern Pipeline Co. and fears 
further cutbacks are possible. 

Michigan Consolidated Gas 
Go,, which serves Detroit and 
some suburbs, said it plans no 
cutbacks in service at this 
time because — unlike Con- 
sumers — its parent company 
owns a gas pipeline that 
brings supplies to Michigan 
and also gets gas supplies 
from Canada. 

Consumers’ cutback is in 
accordance with Michigan 
Public Service Commission 
rules 

Consumers has 3,400 
commitments to supply gas to 
new- small commercial and 
small industrial customers 
and 33,000 commitments to 
supply gas to new residential 
customers, and all of these 
will be honored, the firm said, 
even though some of these are 
for businesses and homes not 
yet under construction. 

Consumers gets almost all 
of the gas it sells — an average 
of one billion cubic feet a day 
— from Panhandle Eastern 
and Panhandle’s subsidiary. 
Consumers sells this gas, plus 
some it gets from wells in 
Michigan, to individual 
customers. 

By spring or summer, 
Consumers expects to begin 
getting 100 million cubic feet 
of gas a day from its synthetic 
gas-making plant in 
Marysville in St. Clair County. 

Next January the firm expects 
to get an additional 100 million 
feet a day from the Marysville 
plant. 

But Consumers still needs 
the gas supply from 
Panhandle, and it says 
Panhandle does not have 
enough gas to serve all the 
utilities in the country with 
which it hias contracts. 

So Consumers said it fears 
Panhandle will continue 
cutting back deliveries to 
Michigan.
